Drinking laws passed, AAA applauds 


The state legislature this month enacted two separate laws designed to 
discourage underage drinking and driving. 

Public Act 31, which came into effect June 1, makes it a misdemeanor to 
knowingly allow underage drinking at a social gathering, or to knowingly 
allow anyone to consume or possess a controlled substance at a social 
gathering. 


The law applies to an owner, tenant, or any other person who has control 
over any premises, residence or other property. 

House Bill 4839 makes it illegal for a person under the age of 21 to operate 
a motor vehicle on a highway if the person has a blood alcohol content 
(BAC) of .02 percent. The previous standard was .10 BAC.

Umm! The baking of wholesome, nutritious home- 
made bread conjures up a picture and feeling of 
comfort: Mom — Home. 

That is what I have been pondering. That pungent, 
yeasty Odor never changes, but think on this — what 
has happened to our daily bread? Chemists have 
literally duplicated every odor known to man. Inthose 
endless, sophisticated labs, experiments are under- 
taken daily, the data collected and studied for the 
betterment of mankind. 

As a consumer targeted by Madison Avenue ad 
agencies hired by the large food conglomerates — I 
find all their sophisticated efforts are nil. They aren’t 
getting their message across to me anymore. 

The pictures on the labels are there to entice. Even 
fresh fruits and vegetables look so wholesome, near 
perfectly shaped and colored, but taste, quality and 
aroma are sacrificed for shipability. 

Food is often contaminated with salmonella — and 
whatever causes all the chicken bones and joints to 


tum that ugly black color? 

Why not buy our staples and experiment, return to 
baking and cooking from scratch? 

No time; I know I have been in that quandary, too. 
But I find that it doesn’t take much longer to cook 
regular rice than instant rice or baking a cake as 
opposed to using a cake mix. 

Back to bread. We all know that man cannot live by 
bread alone. Deuteronomy 08:03 states, “ ... neither 
did thy fathers know that He might make thee know 
thatman dothnot live by bread only, but by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth of the Lord doth man 
live.”

Two local senior citizens have proven once again 
that being over 65 doesn’t mean a body can’t be in 
peak physical shape. 

Delores Howard, 65, and Maxine Hough, 71, are 
prime examples of prime-time athletes. Each was a 
multiple gold medal winner at the 15th annual Michi- 
gan Senior Olympics held Junc 17 at Hope College in 
Holland.

Fifty years ago, Allied forces stormed the beaches at 
Normandy, France in the greatest amphibious assault 
in history. Code-named Operation Overlord, D-Day 
marked the turning point in the European campaign of 
World War II. 

An Allied fleet of 2,727 ships and 2,606 landing 
craft transported the invasion force which broke 
through the Nazi’s “impregnable” Atlantic Wall and 
dug a toe-hold in Europe. 

In a little more than a month, one million soldiers 
were catried by sea to France with the weapons and 
enormous logistic support demanded by modern war- 
fare; the drive to liberate Europe was not turned back. 

During the commemoration Agnew’s ship con- 
ducted port visits in England and France and has now 
joined the U.S. Sixth Fleet in the Mediterranean. 

More than 2,000 Marines are aboard the four ships 
of the Mediterranean Amphibious Ready Group. To- 
day, the Navy and Marine Corps are full partners in 
joint operations, poised to respond quickly to crises in 
distant lands from the sea.

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Party lines no cause for celebration for some locals

ATWOOD -~ Ask Lenny Miller to tell you about the 
inconveniences of having a party-line phone system, 
and he’ll ask if you have an hour. For in these days of 
the information super-highway, Miller is on the infor- 
mation two-track. 

“The worst is when your phone rings and someone 
else answers it,” said Miller, who with his wife Pam 
shares a phone line with four other households. 

“The person who’s trying to call explains to the 
house that answered that he’s attempting to reach 
you,” he said. “Then, when he immediately calls back, 
they pick it up again!” 

Forget fiber-optics and picture phones — Miller and 
the others in this small village just wish they had their 
own phone. 

They aren’t alone, either. A surprising number of 
homes in Antrim County and throughout northern 
Michigan still struggle to communicate with the ar- 
chaic system, People in Eastport, Clam River, Alden 
and Torch River are still waiting for an upgrade — but 
they’re not waiting by the phone. 

“From 4 p.m. to 7 p.m., I don’t even attempt to use 
the phone,” Miller said. “Someone’s always on it. It’s 
just a joke.” 

Miller moved to the area from the city about four 
years ago. He didn’t even know there were still party 
lines in the state. Less than a week after his move to 
Atwood, Miller had a rude awakening. 

“My phone was slightly off the hook, butnot enough 
where you could actually notice,” he said. 

“All of a sudden, these people I’ve never seen 
before are pounding on my door, demanding to know 
why I had intentionallv taken my phone off the hook.” 
(No one is supposed to know who the other parties are 
on their party line. Everyone, however, does.) 

“This is unreal,” he said, just getting warmed up. 
“This is the 1990s, and we’ve gota phone system from 
the 1960s, 1950s — I don’t know where it’s from.” 

Marty Elzinga keeps in close touch with his brother 
Hank. They’re on the same party line. 

“You find yourself waiting and waiting and wait- 
ing,” he said. ““There’s certain people that you know 
will be on the phone a while.” 

When Elzinga finally gets his turn, the other party- 
liners drive him nuts ifhe talks for more than a minute, 
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Private lines possible now 


he said. 

“They pick it up, hang it up; pick it up, hang it up,” 
he said. “You end up getting off the line, because you 
can’t stand all that clicking.” 

The phone company responsible for these party 
lines is GTE. Virtually all other phone companies that 
install phone lines, however, still have party-line 
customers. 

“If you try to get ahold of the people in charge of 
your area, you go from here to there, calling all around 
the country, then you end up in Grand Rapids,” Miller 
said. “This isn’t Ma Bell, that’s for sure.” 

“We're in the process of upgrading all of our phone 
lines in Michigan,” said GTE Michigan Public Affairs 

Aanager Margie Bates, reached after going from here 
to there, calling all over the country and ending up in 
Grand Rapids. 

“By 1996, all of our party line service should be 
converted to private.” 

What’s taking them so long? Bates said it was a 
business decision made by top-level executives closely 
monitoring the situation at GTE headquarters in ... 
Texas. 

“Northern Michigan is a rural area,” Bates said. “It 
didn’t make economic sense to go in and upgrade. 

“I know these people have been requesting private 
lines for a long time. They do let us know about it, and 
we are aware of their concerns.” 

Bates said the people in her Grand Rapids office 
went to bat for northern Michigan, prodding the Texas 
folks until they added the private line work to GTE’s 
“renewed commitment to upgrading their systems.” 

In addition to northern Michigan and the entire 
Upper Peninsula, another underdeveloped,

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Physician can help in domestic violence situations 


Anyone can be an abuser. Anyone 
can be the victim of an abuser. 

This is one of the key messages now 
being revealed in the tragic O.J. and 
Nicole Simpson marriage. 

“Regardless of your income, privi- 
lege or stature, you can be caught up in 
the cycle of violence — one that usu- 
ally intensifies over time and often 
ends in death,” said Thomas C. Payne, 
MD, chair of the Michigan State Medi- 
cal Society Task Force on Family 
Violence. 

It’s a message Dr. Payne and his 
colleagues around the country have 
been working hard to lear and to 
share as they have conducted major 
educational campaigns on domestic 


violence. 

Wisconsin internist Kevin Fullin, 
MD, founder of one of the country’s 
first hospital-based services for bat- 
tered women, drove his message home 
when he was interviewed in 1990 by 
Robert McAfee, MD, a Maine sur- 
geon, who now is president of the 
American Medical Association. 

“IT understand you treat battered 
women,” Dr. McAfee said to Dr. 
Fullin. 

“Yes, and so do you,” replied Dr. 
Fullin. 

Dr. McAfee realized then that many 
of his surgical patients could be bat- 
tered women whom he had failed to 
recognize or treat as such.

East Jordan teacher takes the trip of a lifetime —

Though she retumed over six months ago, East 
Jordan teacher Donna Inman continues to be deeply 
affected by her trip to China. 

“It was a once in a lifetime trip,” she said of her 19- 
day tour of Beijing, Xian, Nan Ling and Shanghai. 

Inman was selected to be part of a delegation of 250 
educators touring China with the international People- 
To-People ambassador program. The purpose was to 
meet with Chinese educators in workshop settings to 
exchange and discuss ideas and practices. 

Teaching since 1978, Inman has experience in all 
elementary levels but specializes in early childhood 
education. She was one of over 500 applicants hoping 
to join the tour, which featured Chinese preschools. 

Although People-to-People took care of every de- 
tail of the trip, Inman had her own preparations to 
make for both the journey and for her first-grade 
classroom in East Jordan. She arranged for Shirley 
Bishop to substitute and gave each child a special 
diary with daily activities to help follow along hertrip. 
She included maps, clocks, math problems and read- 
ing activities, 

For her presentation in China, Inman prepared a 
whole language camping experience she calls “Camp 
Critter” that she regularly uses in her own classroom. 

Inman found the Chinese teachers very receptive as 
the groups discussed comparisons of the educational 
systems in the two countries, along with many other 
issues. Both hosts and guests were eager to gain 
information. 


Her group traveled to a number of preschools and - 


met parents and children as well as other teachers. 

“They were very open,” said Inman. “They wanted 
to practice English.” She said while their hosts were 
very curious about Americans, they always main- 
tained a reserved and polite manner. 

When Inman’s group found first encounters to be a 
bit strained, they discovered that producing wallet 
photos of their children always helped. Their hosts 
would bring out their own pictures and the ice broke 
as parents shared their pride and joys. 

“In many ways we are very much alike,” Inman said 
of her Chinese friends. “They want happy children in 
school just like we do.” 

Inman told of a special relationship she developed 
with some of the Chinese members of People-to- 
People. Ruimon and his wife Aibi came along on part 
of the tour. A teacher at Beijing Normal University, 
Ruimon sometimes spoke of his experiences during 
the political conflicts that have rocked China over the 
years. Inman continues to keepincontact with Ruimon 
and hopes he will be able to visit East Jordan some 
day. 

Inman had many memorable and very moving ex- 
periences, including a walk inTienemen Square where 
many young students lost their lives during the rebel- 
lion a few years ago. She, along with many other tour 
members, became very emotional upon hearing a 
children’s band playing in the square to greet their 
group. 

The group saw many other tourist areas, including 
the Great Wall, the Forbidden City, the Summer 
Palace and others. Inman said she sometimes felt 
guilty paying the low prices requested by the souvenir 
vendors surrounding all the tourist areas. 

The group saw some darker sides of the society as 
well. They toured factories where pre-teenagers were 
working in poor conditions. The heat in such places is 
shut off from March to November no matter what the 
outside temperature. 

“The trip made me realize how much better off and 
richer we are here,” said Inman. “The people don't 
benefit from modem technology.” She saw workers 
hand-breaking rocks and digging trenches. Scaffold- 
ing on buildings was made of bamboo tied together. 
Hospital conditions are out-dated and unsanitary. 

She observed daily life to be very difficult for the 
people. They have no refrigeration, heat and cook 
with coal, and bathroom facilities are very primitive 
or even non-existent in many places. Although the 
group was housed in “luxury hotels,” Inman said most 
Americans would consider many of them substan- 
dard. 

She also mentioned that pollution and traffic are 
terrible problems there. 

But the accommodations were secondary to the 
experience. Inman feels that the exchange of informa- 
tion between cultures benefits both sides. ° 


“We could lear from them to put more emphasis on 
the joy of childhood, as well as their emphasis on the 
arts” commented Inman. She explained that the pre- 
school curriculum focuses on dance, singing, move- 
ment and crafts. 

Inman said the trip was possible because of support 
from her family, husband Ronald and children Daniel, 
12 and Jessie,10. She also had encouragement from 
the school and friends, among them school board 
president Mary Jason who took a similar People-to- 
People trip. 

“Mary said she didn’t feel like the same person after 
the trip,” said Inman, “and I know exactly what she 
means.”

Lelescopes focus on spectacle 


About 20 fragments of a shattered comet called 
Shoemaker-Levy 9 will plunge one after another into 
Jupiter’s colorfully banded clouds beginning July 16. 

It will take almost six days for these cometary 

* pieces, now lined up like cars on a highway, to make 
their death plunge into Jupiter’s atmosphere, accord- 
ing to University of Michigan astronomer Richard G. 
Teske. 

“Although it will be invisible to the naked cye, 
astronomers at telescopes around the world will be 
watching,” Teske said. “Their observations should 
give us valuable new 
knowledge about Jupiter, 
the largest planet in the 
solarsystem, and perhaps 
about cumets as well.” 

Because the collisions 
will take place on the side 
of Jupiter facing away 
from Earth, astronomers 
will not be able to watch 
the collisions directly. 
Jupiter’s rapid rotation 
will bring the point of 
impact into view within a 
half-hour, however, and 
astronomers hope atmo- 
spheric changes from the 

_ collisions will still be vis- 
ible 30 minutes later, ac- 


cording to Teske.

to the sun’s strong gravi- 
tational field. 

“What is new about 
Shoemaker-Levy 9 is that 
it was torn apart, not by 
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the sun, but by the gravity of the giant planet Jupiter 
during an extremely close encounterin the summer of 
1992,” Teske said. “When comets break up, the frag- 
ments don't fly away at high speeds. Instead they 
separate at Only a few miles an hour, lingering to- 
gether for a long time.” 

If just one of these large comet chunks hit ground in 
central Michigan, it would excavate a crater 25 miles 
indiameter, devastating the lower peninsula and prob- 
ably destroying nearly all life between Lakes Michi- 
gan and Huron, Teske said.
